White Locks too was shipped in 
from the south in 1909. A big rangy 
bull of some 40 odd summers. An ex- 
traordinary massive head and two 
wicked-hooking, homs.

baby was a white patch of hair on his 
forehead about eight inches across. 
Now you know that the hide on a 
buffalo’s forehead averages one and 
ahalf inches in thickness, add a 
heavy miass of coarse hair and you'll 
have to admit it would take some- 
thing, pretty heavy to put a scar in- 
to that. 

What put that white patch on h’'s 
at finst I thought that 
someone had emptied a dharge of 
buckshot into his old bean in the 
early days. A couple of years ago he 
was shot in the annyal beef round-up 
and I had am opportunity of exam- 
ining the scalp and skull. No buck- 
shot, but both ears were torn, the 
left ome especially looked as though 
a sharp knife had ripped it down 
from top to bottom into four or five 
pieces. I had heard a story of a fight 
between a Buffa'o Bill and a Grizzly 
told by a hunter in the foothills and I 
often wonder if old’ “White. Locks” 
with his torn ears and ripped scalp 
ny¥ght not have been the hero of that 
story. 

; White Buffalo 

“Say, what about these white buff- 
alo one reads about? Did you ever 
hear of any or whe re the story origin- 
ated?” 

You tell me why Santa Claus wears 
white whiskers and possibly I can 
tell you something. 

“Why-er, Oh, that’s just legendery 
and a general impression of how the 
old boy should look when he was in- 
vented in Germany.” 

“Well, that’s the amswer to the 
white buffalo too, I imagine. The In- 
dian myth, according to the Black- 
feet, Stoney’s and Crees legends, state 
that the last remnan‘s of the once 
vast buffalo herds disappeared into 
the North headed by a giant white 
buffalo bull. Quite true they went 
North alright .and stayed there to. 
Some hundreds of, the'r descendents 
still roam the North, but in all these 


years there has never been a white 
one reported or a white hide market- 


ed yet by red or white trapper, I have 
talked to quite a few of the old In 
dians of various tribes, old hunters 


of 80 and 90 summers who in their 


younger Gays roamed the flats with 
the buffalo herds. They will all teil 
you they never saw any white buffalo 
themselves but it was a story told 


“White Tail” 

Now there’s ‘“White-tail”’, he just 
joined us last spring. The brush of 
his tail is’ pure white. Bureka! the 
white buffalo at last and he’s a gentie 
man too. Don’t tell anybody I told 
you this mow. This little buffalo calf 
had the sad and painful misfortune 
of getting his tail stepped on one day 
while he was lying dozing in the sun- 
shine. In his*excitement he jumped 
but .eft part of his tail under the 
offending hoof. However, nature was 
gocd and healed things up in her 
kind old way but the hair came in 
wh:te, amd there he is. 


At Teast that’s my ‘dea of what 
happened to “White Tail.” Someday 
it us quite possible that Mother Na- 
ture will forget herself and we shalt 
be able to show the world a real 
white buffalo. I hope I’m around ab- 
out that time, because that will be 
the day when the ends of the rain- 
bow meet.

Amber Horn Brindles 
There are about twenty head of 
what we term brindles or amber 
horned buffalo in the herd. These ani- 
mals. are gtr ped light 
brown with hoofs and horns pure 
amber color. Their origin or where 
they came from is impossible to say. 
Although there has been only one of 
two of these animals killed they do 
not seem to increase very fast and 
we only notice about the same num- 
-ber passing through the corrals dur-

We know that a certain mariner of 
living will-not result in the build- 
ing up of the best type of moral 
fibre, yet we go on, and on, in the 
same old way. We're so much the 
creatures of habit. ‘5 
Children are different. They 
have not lived sufficiently long to 
Succumb to habit. Their outlook 
upon life contains much more of 
the elements of freedom, honesty, 
width of viewpoint and frank 
speech. 

A youngster—so the story goes 
—once said to his dad: “Dad, what 
are ancestors?” “Well, my boy,” 
the father answered, “I am one of 
your ancestors. Your old Aunt 
Mary may be spoken of as an- 
other.”

UNDOING FEARS 


Children learn to be afraid. They 
learti to be afraid of the wind, they 
learn to be afraid of fire, they learn 


lto ‘be afraid of ghosts, solitude, or 


failing in examinations. 

Children are born to be afraid only 
of loud sounds, stidden changes, and 
loss of support, Every other fear 
they may have they learn. Fears are 
learncd because something of whicr. 
the vhild is not afraid happens at the 
same t.me as something of which he 
is afraid. Thus an infant learns to 


| fear a rabbit because at the moment 
lhe sees the Pabbit he ‘hears a loud 


sound. He jeanns to be aftaid of water 
because the water above his thighs 
causes him joss of support. He learns 
to fear a dog because the dog barks 
or bites him. ; 
Parents cannot keep ther children 
from jearning fears. It % right that 
children. should go about by them- 
selyes or they could not learn inde- 
pendence. But as soon as they leave 
“‘r parents they come into an un 
controlled environment, an environ- 


| ment in which the parent cannot keep 


tab on everything that happens to 
the child. A parent may have been 
so careful about the tra‘ning of the 
child that the child has grown to six 


years of age and every night has/ 


gone to bed in the dark with the door 
Closed. Then one night, unexpectedly 
the child asks to have the door left 
open and the light Jeft on. He says 
he is afraid of the dark. A. playmate 
has said that there are “things’’ ‘n 
the dark, and they bite, and little 
| boys should be afraid: 

At ome unguarded word the parent's 
six year of careful training is undone 
What, now, shall the parent do? 

He should “unteach” the fear of 
the dark in exactly the same way as 
that in which the fear itself was 
taught. The dark came to be feared 
because it was associated with some 
thing fearful. In-the same manncr 
the dark must, be Jearned to be dis- 
regarded or even enjoyed by assoc 
lation with something pleasant. It is 
not enough to scoff at the fear of 
the dark. Scoffing may have results 
if t takes the form of pay:ng no at 


‘| tention; but the chances are too un- 


assured to be worth while. The dark 
of the bed-room must be the place 
for. the good-night story, the good- 
might kiss and caress. It may be 
worth while, even that. the child 
should find, on going to bed, a present 
tucked beneaith the pillow or under 
the bed-clothes, Things “to go to bed 
with” do no harm, and if they can 
make the thought of the dark plea- 
gam they are valuable—a doll for 
the little girl, a toy for the little boy 
a book for both, go that when the 
youngsters mwaken in the morning, 
they may have something “to look 
at the. pictures in” 

In this way a mother taught her 
child to enjoy.the wind rather than 
to be afraid of it. At an early age 
the chtld had been told that fairies 
rode upon the high wind; the fairies 
were fearful. The fear was removed 
only giadually over a period of two 
ye rs by the telling and repeating of 
fairy stories by the collecting of 
fairy pictures, and by the playing of 
fairy games in the nursery. Fairies 
became elves instead of goblins. 

Parents cannot always be success- 
ful in keeping their iidren from 
learning fears; but the %houghtful, un 
derstanding parent can do a_ great 
deal to undermiime the fears which 
have unfortunately been acquired.
